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PRESIDENT’S  MESSAGE 


The  highlight  of  the  year 
for  all  of  us  paper  money  en- 
thusiasts has  to  be  the  Inter- 
national Paper  Money  Show  at 
Memphis.  This  was  the  11th  year 
for  that  show  and  it  was  tre- 
mendous as  usual.  Loads  of 
paper  money  to  sort  and  no 
coins  to  speak  of.  I arrived 
there  by  plane  this  year  as  we 
had  somewhat  of  a mix  up  on  the 
driving  of  cars  down  to  get  our 
whole  group  of  12  Michigan 
collectors  there.  Rameses  the 
Great  is  an  Egyptian  statue  of 
47  tons  that  was  on  exhibit 
there  in  the  same  convention 
center  where  the  show  was  held 
so  many  of  us  attended  this 
fine  exhibit  on  Thursday  after- 
noon. We  got  into  the  convention  hall  at  4:00  p.m.  on  Thurs 
day  to  set  up  our  tables,  and  I also  set  up  my  exhibit  on 
third  issue  U.S.  Fractional  Currency.  There  were  many  nice 
exhibits  there  again  this  year  and  some  notes  were  exhibit- 
ed that  were  a one  of  a kind  top  notch  material  that  can 
only  be  seen  in  exhibit  cases  on  rare  occasions. 

I added  six  new  notes  to  my  collection  of  Michigan  ob- 
soletes  and  scrip  and  also  Michigan  Bank  Notes.  Also  traded 
and  sold  a lot  of  other  notes  and  had  a great  time  as  all 
the  collectors  and  dealers  did. 

The  PMCM  meeting  was  held  on  Saturday  afternoon  at  2:00 
p.m.  and  we  had  as  our  speaker.  Ron  Horstman.  He  is  a very 
interesting  person  and  spoke  on  St.  Louis  Demand  Notes  of 
1862  of  which  is  a real  rarity.  There  ««ro  only  five  dis- 
trict banks  that  issued  these  demand  notes;  Boston,  N.Y., 
Philadelphia,  Cincinnati,  and  St.  Louis  (the  first  three 
being  available  at  times  but  the  last  two  being  nearly  im- 
possible to  obtain). 

The  next  paper  money  extravaganza  will  be  the  Cherry  Hill 
Show  in  New  Jersey  September  18th  followed  by  the  St  Louis 
Show  October  30th.  Both  of  these  new  shows  seem  to  be  grow- 
ing with  popularity  as  there  are  always  new  collectors 
coming  into  the  hobby.  Especially  with  all  the  controversy 
over  coin  grading-  a problem  not  associated  nearly  as  much 
with  paper  money.  In  our  world  of  paper  money,  we  either 
like  or  need  the  note  regardless  of  grade. 

Our  next  PMCM  meeting  will  be  held  at  tne  Hyatt  Regency 
in  Dearborn  at  the  Michigan  State  Numismatic  Society  fall 
show  on  the  Saturday  after  Thanksgiving.  Try  to  be  there 
as  that  is  always  a good  show.  Good  luck  in  your  collecting.

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Hew  Information  on  the  Experimental  Issues 
of  Series  1928A  & B $1  Silver  Certificates

The  1928B  block  ZB  Silver  Certificate  illustrated  is 
regarded  as  an  experimental  note.  Although  well  known  to 
currency  collectors,  there  is  nothing  special  about  this 
note  in  its  individuality  - it  is  special  only  in  regards 
to  it*s  XB  and  YB  block  issue  conterparts. 

The  XB,  YB  and  ZB  blocks  of  1928A  and  1928B  are  well  known 
and  well  documented,  as  exper imentals . This  experiment  by 
the  BEP  was  to  dertimine  wear  factors  by  varying  the  amounts 
of  linen  and  cotton  ratio  composition  in  the  paper  used  for 
printing  the  early  small  size  currency. 


Although  tills  was  the  first  comprehensive  experiment  by 
the  BEP  in  changing  the  cotton/linen  ratio  of  the  small  size 
currency  issues,  the  BEP  previously  altered  these  ratios 
earlier  in  this  century  in  the  large  size  note  issues. 

The  XB,YB  and  ZB  blocks  chosen  were  blocks  well  advanced 
from  the  then  blocks  in  use  in  the  1928A  & B series.  The 
1928B  Silver  Certificate  face  plates  were  now  current  with 
Ogden  I.  Hills  replacing  A.W.  Mellon  as  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  in  February  at  the  beginning  of  this  experiment  of 
January/February  1933.  At  this  time  serviceable,  but  now  ob- 
selete,  192GA  face  plates  were  being  phased  out;  resulting 
in  the  usage  of  these  two  types  of  plates  concurrently  in 
this  experiment.  (Less  than  one  month  after  issue  of  these 
notes,  again  the  $1  Silver  Certificate  would  advance,  to 
1928C,  when  William  H.  Woodin  replaced  Ogden  I.  Mills  as 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury.) 
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Experimental  Issues 
( cont . ) 

The  XB  block  was  printed  on  paper  of  50%  cotton,  50%  linen 
ratio.  The  YB  block  was  printed  on  paper  of  25%  cotton,  75% 
linen  ratio.  The  ZB  block  was  printed  on  paper  of  100%  linen 
composition  which  was  the  standard  paper  then  in  use. 

By  releasing  these  blocks  at  approximately  the  same  time 
the  determination  of  wear  of  these  issues  could  then  be  as- 
certained by  the  Treasury  when  pulled  from  circulation.  The 
ZB  block,  therefore,  was  only  special  in  that  it  was  used  as 
a control  note  - a note  introduced  into  circulation  to  be 
used  for  comparison  purposes  in  regards  to  its  XB  and  YB  ex- 
perimental issue  counterparts. 

All  of  this  information  lias  been  previously  documented  by 
catalogers  of  our  currency  issues.  While  doing  research  in 
the  BEP  records  storage  facility,  I came  across  a copy  of  a 
letter  inserted  in  a serial  numbering  ledger  in  regards  to 
this  experimental  issue.  This  letter  contained  information 
that  I had  not  previously  given  thought  to  - how  different 
papers  were  to  be  identified  up  to  the  numbering  process. 

The  composition  of  the  paper  being  changed  did  not  affect 
its  physical  appearance,  so  the  paper  had  to  be  identified 
in  some  physical  nature  to  avoid  confusion  with  the  printers 
and  trimmers  prior  to  the  serial  numbering  stage. 

As  photocopy  equipment  was  unavailable,  I copied  the 
letter  verbatim  in  its  original  form:  (Illustration  II) 

This  experiment,  although  closely  controlled,  was  incon- 
clusive and  the  BEP  maintained  its  usage  of  the  standard 
security  paper.  The  block  numbering  through  the  series  of 
1928E  never  approached  the  XB,  YB  and  ZB  blocks.  The  "B" 
suffix  block  numbering  ended  in  this  issue  and  previous 
series'  1928C  and  1928D,  with  the  JB  block;  making  the  XB, 

YB  and  ZB  blocks  easily  recognizable  to  collectors.

There  have  been  received  from  Crane  and  Company  909,000 
sheets  of  50/50  linen,  cotton  paper,  also  869,000  sheets  of 
75/25  linen,  cotton  run  at  the  same  time. 

In  about  one  month  when  this  paper  has  aged  the  usual 
time  it  is  proposed  to  print  these  two  lots  of  paper  and  a 
like  amount  of  regular  paper  on  one  dollar  Silver  Certifir- 
cates,  and  deliver  the  various  lots  to  the  Treasurer  so 
that  by  means  of  the  numbers  the  notes  may  be  identified 
when  they  are  returned  to  the  Treasury  after  use.  For  the 
purpose  of  identification  the  50/50  paper  will  be  known  as 
lot  "X",  the  75/25  paper  run  at  tha  same  time  as  lot  "Y", 
and  the  paper  from  regular  stock  as  lot  "Z".  There  will  be 
approximately  ten  million  one  dollar  Silver  Certificates  in 
each  lot. 

The  50/50  paper,  for  the  purpose  of  identification  up 
to  the  trimming  operation  will  have  one  corner  removed,  the 
75/25  paper  run  at  the  same  time  will  have  two  corners  re- 
moved. The  other  standard  used  for  this  test  will  not  be 
especially  identified  up  to  the  trimming  operation.
